disastrous fire. On Wednesday night 
about 11.80 the mills of Schoolfield, 
Barnes and Company were discovered 
_ tobeafire by Mr. A. G. Adams, the 
night operator at the N. Y. P. & N. R. 
R. Station, who Handed the alarm by 
ringing the bell ofan engine that was 
standing on a sidetrack nearby. Soon 
the inhabitants of the town were arous 
ed who did everything in their power 
to prevent the spread of the dread ‘‘ele 
ment’’ but all in vain, the blaze spread 
from the mill to the lumber piles, 
which burned like tinder, and it was 
not until after three o clock that the 
firemen succeeded in getting the fiames 
under their control. 

The fire is supposed to have originat 
ed in the fire room and had gained 
much headway when it. 
During the night the wind changed and 
blew from the town across the river. 
Had it not been for this it is probable 
that this morning the residential por- 
tion of the town would be a mass of 
charred timbers. 

The only property that was seriously 
damaged outside of the mill property 
was some of the property belonging to 
the railroad. The drawbridge which 
spans the Pocomoke river was soorched, 
but was saved by the efforts of citizens. 

The northbound Old Point express 
which passed Pocomoke sbout one 
o'clock was hit by one of the flying 
sparks, but the fire was discovered in 
time to prevent much damage 

The spark struck on top of one of the 

vestibules between the sleepers, and 
Pullman Conductor P. W. Vincent, 
who was standing between the oars 
watching the fire, soon discovered the 
smell of smoke, About a mile north of 
Pocomoke the train was stopped and 
the fire extinguished, 


Upon examination it was found that 


a good sized hole bad been burned in 
the roof of the sleeper. 

When called upon by a representative 
of the ADVERTISER, Mr. Schoolfield 
stated that their loss was over $30,000, 
with an ineurance of only $4,000, He 
did not state positively whether the 
firm would rebuild or not, but it is 
probable that they will. 

As to the origin Mr. Schoolfield said 
he supposed that it started in the 
boiler room. When usked if he thought | 
thatthe fire was the work of an in- 
cendiary he said no. 

The loss to the Railroad Company is 
slight and can be estimated at about 
$150 or $200. 

Seaford, Aug. 2.—At 7 o'clock last 
evening fire broke out in the stables of 
Willeg & Conowdy, wholesale and re- 
tail grocer. In a few minutes the 
blase spread to the large warehouse 
which was stored with goods, most of 
which were saved but badly damaged. 

The workshop of Frank Byrd, who is 
engaged in building gasoline boats was 
next destroyed, but by heroic efforts 
he was enabled to save the boat he had 
under construction | 

The house occupied by John Jefferson | 
and owned by the county was totally | 
destroyed and the fire caught to sev- | 
éral hundred cords of wood which be- 
longed to Capt. H H. Scott, and was 
ready to be marketed. 

The large etorehouse of Willey & 
Conaway next caught fire and was also 
destroyed. They carried a stook of 
$10,000 and had no insurance whatever 
on property or goods. 

The lumber mill of the Seaford Lum- 
ber Co., which is very close to the 
buildings destroyed, was saved by citi- 
sens. Having no fire apparatus, they 
were seriously handica; ped, and fought 
the fames with a few buckets. 

The losses are as follows: Sussex 
county building and damage to county 
bridge, $500; Willey & Conaway, stock, 
warehouse, stables, and goods, $18,000, 

no insurance, about $5,000 worth of 
goods were waved; John Jefferson, 
bridge tender, household goods $100:

_ GOVERNMENT APPLAUDS BOXERS. 


Victories of the Foreign Forces at 
Tien Tain, However, Caused ‘a 
Change te imperial Deerees—Min- 
inter Conger Again Heard From. 


London, Aug. 2.—At last the, story 
of Pekin has been told. Dr. George 
Ernest Morrison, Pekin correspondent 
of The Times, holds up the Chinese 
government before the world as guilty, 
and to d degree of infamy and duplicity 
that exceeds the surmise of its worst 
detractors. In the same dispatch he 
gives a more hopeful view of the pros- 
pects of the besieged than has been ex- 
pressed by any of the others who have 
been heard from. Dr. Morrison says 
in his dispatch, dated July 21: 

“There has been a cessation of hoa- 
tilities here (Pekin) since July 18, but 
for fear of treachery there has been 
no relaxation of vigilance. The Chi- 
nese soldiers continue to strengthen 
the barricades around the besieged 
area, and also the batteries on top of 
the imperial city wall, but in the 
meantime they have discontinued 
fighting, probably because they are 
short of ammunition. 

“The tsung-li-yamen forwarded to 
Sir Claude MacDonald a copy of a 
dispatch telegraphed by the emperor 
to Queen Victoria, attributing all deeds 
of violence to bandits and requesting 
her majesty’s assistance to extricate 
the Chinese government from its dif- 
ficulties. The queen's reply is not 
stated, but the Chinese minister at 
“Washington telegraphs that the 
ted States government would gladly 
assist the Chinese authorities. 

“This dispatch to the queen was sent 
by the tsung-H-yamen by the grand 
council on July 3, yet the day before 
an Imperial edict had been issued call- 
ing on the Boxers to continue to ren- 
der loyal and patriotic services in ex- 
terminating the Christians. The edict 
also commanded viceroys and gover- 
nors to expel all missionaries from 


hin and to arrest alr Christians and 


compel them to renounce their faith. 
Other decrees applauding the Boxers 
speak approvingly of their burning 
out and slaying converts. Their lead- 
ers are stated in a decree to be princes 
and ministers. 

“On July 18 another decree made a 
complete volte face due to the victories 
of the foreign troops at Tien Tsin. In 
this decree, for the first time and one 
month after the occurrence, an al- 
lusion was made to the death of Baron 
von Ketteler, the German minister, 

«which was attributed to the action of 
local. brigands, although there is no 
doubt that it was premeditated and 
that the assassination was committed 
by an imperial officer, as the survivor, 
Herr Cordes, can testify. 

“The force besieging the legation 
consists of the imperial troops under 
Gen. Tung Lu and Gen. Tung Fuh 
Siang, whose gallantry is applauded in 
imperial decrees, although it has con- 
sisted in bombarding for one month 
defenseless women and children cooped 
up in the legation compound, using 
ahell, shrapnel, round shot and ex- 
panding bullets. 

“They posted proclamations assuring 
us of protection, and the same night 
they made a general attack in the hope 
of surprising us. 

“All the ministers and members of 


the legations and their families are in | 
good health. The genera! health of | 
the community is excellent, and we are | 


contentedly awaiting relief.” 

After enumerating the casualties al- 
ready reported and giving the total 
deaths, including Americans, as 56, 
Mr. Morrison proceeds as follows: 


“The Chinese undermined the French | 


legation, which is now a ruin; but the 
French minister (M. Pichon) was not 
Present, having fled for protection to 
the British legation on the first day of 
the siege.” 

Simultaneously there comes from the 
Belgian charge d'affaires at Shanghal 
an official statement that the allies are 
expected to reach Pekin in about a 
week, they being 18 miles from Tien 
Tsin yesterday. 

Another letter has been received at 
Tien Tsin from the British minister, 
Sir Claude MacDonald, dated July 24. 

“We are surrounded by imperial 

ps,” he writes, “who are firing on 

continually. The enemy is enter- 
prising, but cowardly, We have pro- 
visions for about a fortnight and are 
eating our ponies. The Chinese gov- 
ernment, if there be one, has done 
nothing whatever to help us. If. the 
Chinese do not press the attack we 
can hold out for, say, ten days. So no 
time should be lost, if a terrible mas- 
sacre is to be averted.” 

Yet a Shanghai special says Li Hung 
Chang has received a decree, dated 
July 28, commanding him to inform 
the consuls that the ministers were 
ente on that date, Evidently

Li Hung Ohayn’s Bloody Methods, 

London, Aug. 2.—A letter from Hong 
Kong represents that Li Hung Chang 
was preserving order in Canton by a 
virtual reign of terror, rendering him 


| well hated by the disorderly elements. 


During one week he had executed by 
strangling or beheading 70 persons, 
and it is asserted that during his 
viceroyaity no less than 2,000 persons 
were executed. All suspects, innocent 
and guilty alike, were thrown into 
prison indiscriminately, which in a 
majority of cases was tantamount to 
execution.

WELLINGTON AGAINST M’KINLEY. 
M N * i (From Our Regular Correspuodent ) 


@aryiana's Republionn Senator rom- 
ises a Statement Soon. 
i berland, Må., July 31.—George 
L. Wellington, the senior Republican 
United States senator from Maryland; 
has definitely announced his determi- 
nation to oppose the re-election of 
President.-McKinley, but haa not yet 
made up his mind in which manner he 
will do it. Senator Wellington has 
not been in full accord with his party, 
either in local or national affairs, for 
nearly two years. Prior to that time 
he was chairman of the Republican 
state central committee and was re 
garded as the close political and per- 
sonal friend of former Governor Lloyd 
Lowndes. A quarrel between these 
gentlemen resulted in the resignation 
of Senator Wellington from the Re- 
publican leadership, and this was fol- 
lowed by Governor Lowndes’ defeat in 
the last state election by a majority 
of about 12,000, Four years ago the 
state gave McKinley 32,000 majority. 
In discussing his position Senator Wel- 
lington said: 

“I am unalterably and forever op- 
posed to imperialism, which 1 shall 
fight with all my power, I am op- 
posed to President McKinley, because 
he has deceived me in national affairs, 
and I shall oppose his re-election. I 
am not now prepared to state what 
part I shall take in the campaign, but 
I will attend if possible the coming 
liberty congress at Indianapolis.

The transient visitor to Paris has the 
option of residing in a Botel or pension 
or of renting furnished apartinenta, 
Coming to thie city in February to re 
| main for some months I made a thor- 
ough canvass of different quarters for 
| furnished rooms and apartments, One 
may be always sure of finding furiteh- 
ed rooms in London in the neighbor 
hood of the British museum and in 
Berlin any middle class residence dis- 
trict will abound with them. In Par 
is they are difficult to find outside of 
the Latin Quarter, That part of Paris 
| is famous in America because of tales 
of its bohemian life. But as a resi 
dence district it is old and in many 
= very dirty. Thp eastern part of 

aris is the residenc? of the middle and 
lower classes as is the east of London, 
and Vincennes is their park. The west 
is the district of good and -tine homes 
and the de Bologne is its park. 
The most popular d t for American 
families is in the west in the neighbor 
hood of the great Arch of Triumph 
which stands at the opposite end of the 
Champs Elyse from the Place de la 
Concorde. 


If we enter a typical House of the 
better cluss in this neighborhood we 
shall find ourselves in a covered car- 
riageway leading to a rear court or 
garden. Atoneside of this entrance 
way are the apartments of the con 
cierge or porter. This important func 
tionary, sometimes a man, more often a 
woman, can answer any questions re 
garding the occupants of house as 
she is usually the authorized agent ot 
the landlord and is always the chief re- 
pository of the contidences of the eer 
vants. 

The stairways from floor to floor are 
the common passageway for all resi- 
dents. The se te habitations, if the 
Bous be double, are the suits of apart 
ments, twoon each floor togthe right 
and left of the stairway landings. It is 
often said in Ame ica that France does 
not have a world for home. The home 
of a Parisian — A is usually an 
apartment, Those who live above and 
below them and to the right and left 
are unknown. In the house in which 
I live it is only through the gossip of 
the servants that any one knows the 
names of other families under the same 
roof. 

Almost all houses are provided with 
balconies above the second story. It is 
not a Parisian custom to use these bal 
conies, however, nor even to be seen at 
the windows of one's apar.ments. This 
brings us to the old world conception 
of the street.

There is included the 
service of a woman to market and do 
the house work, For this 1 pay 350.00 
per month. This apartment was rent- 
ed at this rate in March before the open- 
ing of the exposition.

Oblonci Bacon, ow Hehalf of His Olf- | 
ent. Attnavked the Governor's Mili- | 
tary Record, but Was Silenced by 
“the Judge—Bitter Personalities, 


New York, Aug. 1.—Arguments were | 
made yesterday before Juatice Gleg- 
erich as to the right of Major Clinton | 
H. Smith, or the Seventy-ürst regi- 
ment, to have a review of the decision 
of the military court that braided him 
a coward. The justice reserved his de- 
cision, 

In his argument in behalf of Major 
Smith Colonel Bacon said that it was 
not argued that Governor Roosevelt 
did not have the right to appoint a 
court of inquiry, and that a proper 
court had the right to hear evidence 
and make a finding on it. “The Sev- 
enty-first regiment did its duty at San 
Juan Hin.“ chouted Colonel Bacon, ex- 
citedly. “Unlike other regiments, how- 
ever; they did not have u stat or news- 
paper reporters with them and paid by 
them to chronicle their glorious ac- 
tion and boom them. Contrast the 
showing made by the Seventy-first and 
that of the Rough Riders. Which is 
the best?" Ha then began a bitter at- 
tack on the governor, especially as to 
his military record, which was stop- 
ped by the court. 

“The board of inquiry,” explained 
Mr. Coyne, who represented the state, 
“was Appointed at the request of Major 
Smith after he had been branded as 
a coward by the officers of his regi- 
ment. The board found that the men 
of the Seventy-first did their duty 
bravely and well at the battle of San 
Juan Hill, but it found that they were 
officered by men who were cowards, 
Major Smith is charged with being a 
coward and incompetent.” 

“That is not true,” said Major Smith, 
leaning over toward Mr Coyne.” Tat 
is not in the report.“ 

“It’s all there,” returned Mr. Coyne. 

“You are a cowardly liar, and 1 
defy you to find it in the report,” ex- 
citedly deciared Major Smith. 

Justice Giegerich’s gavel came down | 
upon the bench with a bang, and Mr. 
Coyne desisted from replying to Major 
Smith. The major arose and apolo- 
gized to the court for his conduct, 

Continuing his argument, Mr. Coyne 
said that Major Smith was not en- 
titled to a review of the case. “The 
only purpose of it,” said Mr. Coyne, “is 
to vilify and slander a number of hon- 
orable men whose valor at San Juan 
Hill has been honored by the people. 

“That sounds like another of our 
governor's stump speeches,” said Colo- 
nel Bacon, and he was again stopped 
by Justice Giegerich.

Excitement Over a Proposed New Road 
la Pittsburg District. 

When the county commissioners met 
at their office in the Court House last 
Tuesday morning they were confronted 
by tax-payers and lawyers. great 
enough in numbers to found a colony 
in any of our new possessions ” 

The commissioners owed the honor 
of the visit to a dispute over a proposed 
new road in Pittsburg district. The 
question was not s new one, and had 
been before u previous Board of Com 
missioners. If the road should be au 
thorized as petitioned for it would have 
its beginning near the M. E. church 
in Pittaville and run through the 
lands of Julia T. Marshall, Amanda 
Parsons, D. P. Parsons, Thomas Truitt 
and others, in Pittsburg district, and 
intersect the county road known as the 
Clayton Jackson road. 

The petitioners numbered more than 
seventy-five citizens of that commu 
nity, twelve of whom were presen 
Tuesday as witnesses. 

They were represented by Messrs. 
Graham & Fitch of Salisbury, and Mr, 
Edward Jones, of Baltimore. 

Forty or more objections to the peti- 
tion appeared.” Messrs T. F. J. Rider, 
Jay Williams, and John H, Handy, 
were with them as legal advisors. 

On motion of counsel for the objec- 
tors, and with the assent of Counsel for 
petitioners, the County Commissioners 
voted to squash the Report of the Ex- 
aminers appointed by them and the 
proceedings thereunder and subeequent 
to the filing of the petition on the 
ground of irregularity therein, and or- 
dered that each party (petitioners and 
objectors) pay their own costs. 

The report of the examiners having 
been thus disposed of, none of the wit- 
nesses were called to testify, Mr.Fitch 
argued the petitioners’ side of the ques 
tion. Messrs. Rider and Handy spoke 
for the objectors. 

Mr. Fitch, during the afternoon ses 
sion, made a new application for the 
road on the original petition, and the 
Board of Commissioners will, at some 
future date, take action. 

The Act of 1808 requires the County 
Commissioners to pass an ordinance or 
resolution before appointing a commis- 
sion, which shall locate the course of 
the road, and a majority of the Board 
must also be satisfied that the road will 
be a public convenience before appoint- 
ing the commission. Then, after the 
favorable report of the commissioners, 
the only objections that can be made 
to the report are as to the estimates. 
In the above case the County Commis- 
ioners failed to pass an ordinance or

Bryaa and Stevenson Meet the Party 
Leaders at Indiaaapolis. 
Indianapolis, Aug. 9.—William den- 
nings Bryan and Adlai E. Stevenson 
were yesterday, in this city, officially 
and formally notified of their nomina- 
tions by the Democrats at their recent 
Kansas City convention to the offices 
respectively of president and vice pres- 
ident of the United States. The cère- 
mony was made the occasion of a 
demonstration, with which the Demo- 
crats may be fairly said to have begun 
their national campalen. The notifica- 
ton becurred in the” Military Park, u 
beautiful and shaded tract of ground 
in the center of the city: The park 
contains probabliy 30 acres of ground, 
and it was well covered with people. 
In the vicinity of the speakers’ stand 
the crowd was very dense, and the 

entire park was well filled. 

The ceremony was preceded by a 
parade through the principal streets of 
the city, which was participated In by 
a number of visiting and local Demo- 
cratic clubs. These acted as an escort 
to the notification party, and the cav- 
alcade was an imposing one. Five 
speeches were made, Mayor Taggart, of 
Indianapolis, adding a welcoming ad- 
dress to the notification speeches of 
Representative Richardson and Gov- 
ernor Thomas, and the responses made 
by Mr. Bryan and Mr. Stevenson. 

The platform on which the speeches 
were made was elevated abuut six feet 
above the park lawn, and upon it sat 
the candidates and their families and 
the members of the national committee 
and of the two notification committees, 
as well as a few invited guests, The 
first speech was an addreas of welcome 
by Mayor Taggart, who introduced 
Senator Jones as chairman of the meet- 
ing. Then followed the notification 
speech to Mr. Bryan by Congressman 
Richardson, of Tennessee, and the 
nominee's response, a ten minute ad- 
dress by Governor Thomas, of Colo- 
rado, notifying Mr. Stevenson, and the 
latter’s response.

London, Aug. 9.— Beyond the official 
news given out yesterday the morning 
papers contain no direct information of 
importante from China. Thanks to 
the dispatches of Sir Claude MacDon- 
ald and Rear Admiral Bruce, there is 
a genera! disposition to take a more 
hopeful view of the situation, The re- 
port of the appointment by the com- 
mandere of Field Marshal Count Von 
Waldersee, of the German army, as 
commander-in-chief of the internation- 
al forces méets with general approval. 
While he is not yet formally recognized 
by all the Der it is believed 
his selection wifi be promptiy ratified. 
The correspondent of The 
Daily Mall announces the reception 
there of official dispatches from the 
italian minister in Pekin, asserting 


COUNT VON  WALDERSEE, 
that he left Pekin on July 31, presum- 


ably for Tien Tsin, This, however, is 
so utterly at variance with the action 
and intentions of the other ministers 
heard from that it seems almost incred- 
ible. If true, it opens up an interesting 
field of speculation concerning the fate 
of the Italian representative. 


THE CAPTURE OF PRITSANG. 


Americas Troops DIA Not Get tate 
the Thick of the Fight. 


Washington, Aug. 9. — The Chinese 
situation is considered very grave by 
the authorities in Washington. The 
receipt of the message from Minister 
Conger Tuesday night, which indicated 
& continuation of the firing upon the le- 
gationers, and the Chinese govern- 
ment's insistence that the ministers 
should leave Pekin, which Mr. Concer 
considered would mean certain death, 
brought matters to an acute stave. AIl 
day the cabinet officers who are in 
town were consulting with each 
other, and the president has been com- 
municated with by telegraph and over 
the long distance telephone. 

It was announced officially at the 
clone of the day that a messag> to the 
imperial government at Pekin had been 
delivered to Minister Wu for transmis- 
sion to his government. This message, 
according to the best information ob- 
tainable, informs that government that 
the removal of the restrictions upon 
communication with our minister, evi- 
denced both by the receipt of Mr Con- 
ger’s message and the transmission of 
the edict of the bth, is very gratifying, 
but is not an entire compliance with 
the original demands of the president 
fm bis reply to the appeal for media- 
tion. 

Two diapatehes were recelved during 
the day, one from Admiral Remey and 
the other from Gen. Chaffee. Both relat- 
ed to the fighting at Peltsang. Admiral 
Remey'’s dispatch stated specifically 
that the Americans were not engaged, 
and Gen. Chaffee’s dispatch explains 
how it was that they practically were 
out of it. They occupled the rear of 
the turning column. Owing to the 
limited ground of operations which he 
mentions, it is probable that the Amer- 
icans could not be brought into the 
thick of the fighting, and they thus es- 
caped without castaities. The contin- 
ued brilliant work of the Japanese, 
who seem to have borne the brunt of 
the fighting at Peltsang as well as at 
Tien Tain, attracts unstinted praise for 
the doughty warriors of the mikado's 
realm. Gen, Chaffee’s dispatch, dated 
Aug. 5, says that “Peltsang was hand- 
somely taken early this morning,” and 
that “we will cross the Pel Ho to the 
left bank tomorrow morning and ad- 
vance on Yang Tsun.” 

The last cablegram received from 
Minister Conger came to the state de- 
partment Tuesday, and was as follows: 

„Still besieged. Situation more pre- 
carious. Chinese government insist- 
ing upon our leaving Pekin, which 
would be certain death. Rifle firing 
upon us dally by imperial troops. Have 
abdddant courage, but little ammuni- 
on or provisions. Two progressive 
Yamen ministers beheaded. Al! con- 
nected with the legation of the United 
States well at the present moment.” 

The cablegram came in the official 
cipher of the department. It is un- 
dated, like his previous cablegram, but

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BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS. 


Present Sintus of Knowledge Con. 
cerning the Disenae. 

The Ohio experiment station has 
made special study of bovine tuber- 
culosis and states that the present 
status of knowledge coucerning the 
disease may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

1. The disease is caused by the 
growth within the animal tissues of a 
vegetable organism, Bacillus tuber- 
culosis, ” 

2. The bacterium of bovine tuber 
culosis has not been specifically differ- 
entiated from that producing tuber- 
culosis in the human subject. 

3. Tuberculosis ts produced in the 
lower animals by — — with tu- 
berculous” materia Tron numau sub 
Jects. 

4. Tuberculosis has been produced in 
man by Inoculation with the tuber- 
culous material from cattle. 

5. The development of tuberculosis 
in human subjects has followed in 80 
many cases upon the use of the meat 
or milk of tuberculous cattle that there 
is, no room to doubt that the disease la 
transmitted from cattle to man tn this 
manner. 

6. That tuberculosis is a germ dis- 
ease, caused us surely by contagion or 
inféction as are smallpox and measles, 
is confirmed not only by the inhumer- 
able cases in which it has spread 
through herds from single infected ani- 
mals, but also by the fact that many 
herds of cattle remain exempt from it, 
and this fact demonstrates the possi- 
bility of entire eradication of the dis 
ense, 

T. In view of the experience of other 
states, it would seem that the rational 
method of. extirpating bovine tuber- 
culosis lies not in the wholesale and 
immediate testing of all the cattle of 
the state and the slaughter of all re- 
acting animals, but in such municipal 
action as will control the sale of both 
milk and meat within municipal limita, 

Buying Cows. 

When we were buying cows occasion- 
ally, saya the Boston Cultivater,—it 
was not much satisfaction to us to 
have the one who wanted to sell a 
cow tell us she gave so many quarts a 
day “in the best of the season.” We 
had handled cows and milk for years 
and in selling milk would have been 
willing to have obtained cousiderably 
Jess in the flush time if we could have 
got more in the worst of the season. 

We had owned two cows standing 
side by side in the barn and running ip 
the same pasture, one of which gave 
18 to 20 quarts at her best, while the 
other never excelled 14 quarts a day. 
The 18 quart cow received the most 
grain, but shrank to 12 quarts as soon 
as the other and to six quarts before 
the other did to eight. while he went 
dry nearty a month earlier aud did not 
keep in as good flesh. We think tf the 
milk had been welghed every day the 
14 quart cow would have had the best 
record for the year. 

A test made three or four months 
after calving and another two months 
later give a much better {den of the 
quality of the cow than a test made 
when she ia fresh, but the welghlug of 
the milk for the year tells the whole 
story. Six thousand pounds of milk, or 
nearly 3,000 quarts, is a good record. 
It is an average ef about nine quarts 
a day for 11 months, and a cow which 
gives 20 quarts or more when fresb 
ought to reach very near that. 

Many times when they do not it is 
not the fault of the cow. The drying 
up of pastures and no green food ready 
to give to her: an unwillingness to feed 
any grain in summer, with the idea 
that it is not needed, and birt little in 
winter, becnuse she docs not give 
enough to pay for it; no shade in sum 
mer to protect from the hent and a tvo 
well ventilated baro, which does not 
protect from the cold lu winter; irreg- 
ular hours of feeding and milking and 
a lack of proper care generally may re- 
duce a 6,000 pound a year cow to two- 
thirds of that amount dally, 

The man who exchanged cows witk 
the old Quaker to get one which would 
give more milk decided at last that be 
should have swapped pastures instead 
of cows, and perhaps there were some 
other points im their treatment which 
he could have changed to his advan- 
tage and that of the cow.

God's Plumb Linc—Religions Made 
te Suit Conditions, ^S 


Wasuineton, Aug, 8.— From Trondb: 
— Norway, where Dr. Talmage is 
u staying, be sends the following dis- 
codree, iu which be shows that the world 
ban never be benefited by a religion of 
human, manufacture, which ensily yields 
to one’s surroundings, but must have a 
religion let down from heaven; text, 
Amos vii, 8: “And the Lord suid unto 
me, Amos, what seest thou? And I said, 
A plumb line.” 

he solid masonry of the world has 
for me a fascination. Walk about some 
of the trimmphal arches and the cathe 
drals 400 or GOO years old, aud see them 
stand as erect as when they were built, 
walls of great height, for centuries not 
bending a quarter of an inch this way or 
that. So greatly honored were the ma- 
sons who builded these walls that they 
were free from taxation and called “free” 
masons, The trowel’ gets most of the 
credit for these buildings, and ita clear 
ringing on stone and brick has sounded 
across the ages. But there is another 
implenient of just as much importance as 
pe trowel, and my text recognizes. it. 
ricklayers and stonemasons and carpen- 
ters, in the building of walls, use an in- 
strument made of a cord, at the end of 
which a lump of lead is fastened. They 
drop it over the side of the wall, and, as 
the plummet naturally seeks the center 
of gravity im the earth, the workman 
discovers where the wall recedes and 
where it bulges out and just what is the 
perpendicular. Our text represents God 
as standing on the wall of character 
which the Israelites had built und in that 
way testing it. “And the Lord said unto 
me, Amos, what seest thou? And I said, 
A plumb line.” 

What the world wants is straight up 
and down religion. Much of the so called 
piety of the day bends this way and that 
to suit the times. It is oblique, with a 
low state of sentiment and morals. We 
have all been building a wall of charac- 
ter, and it is glaringly imperfect and 
needs reconstruction. How shall it be 
brought into perpendicular? Only by the 
divine measurement. And the Lord said 
unto me, Amos. what seest thou? And I 
said, A plumb line.” 

The whole tendency of the times is to 
make us act by the standard of what 
others do. We throw over the wall of our 
character the tangled plumb line of oth- 
er lives and reject the infallible test 
which Amos saw. The question for me 
should not be what you think is right, 
but what God thinks is right. This per- 
petual reference to the behavior of oth- 
ers, as though it decided anything but ha- 
man fallibility, is a mistake wide as the 
world. There are 10,000 plumb lines io 
use, but only one is true and exact, and 
that is the line of God's eternal right. 
There is a mighty attempt being made to 
reconatruct and fix up the Ten Command- 
ments. To many they seem too rigid. 
The tower of Pisa leans over about 13 
feet from the perpendicular, and people 
go thousands of miles to see its graceful 
inclination and to learn how, by extra 
braces and various architectural contriv- 
ances, it is kept leaning from century to 
century. Why not have the ten granite 
blocks of Sinai set a little aslant? Why 
not Have the pillar of truth a leaning 
tower? Why is not an ellipse as good as 
a square? Why is not an oblique as good 
as straight up and down? My friends, 
Wwe Must have a standard. Shall it be 
God's or man's? 

Society Utterly Askew. 

The divine plumb line needs to be 
thrown over all merchandise. Thousands 
of years ago Solomon discovered the tend- 
ency of buyers to depreciate goods. He 
saw man beating down an article lower 
and lower and saying it was not worth 
the price asked, and when he had pur- 
chased at the lowest point he told every- 
body what a sharp bargain he had struck 
and how he ontwitted the merchant. 
"It fs naught, saith the buyer, but when 
he is gone his way, then he boasteth” 
(Proverbs xx, 14). Society is so utterly 
askew in this matter that you seldom find 
a seller asking the price that he expects 
to get; he puts on a higher value than he 
expects to receive, knowing that he will 
have to drop. And if he wants $50, he 
asks . And if he wants $2,000, he 
asks . “It is naught,” saith the 
buyer. “The fabric is defective; the 
atyle of goods is poor; I can get elsewhere 
a better article at a smaller price. It is 
out of fashion; it is damaged; it will 
fade; it will not wear well.“ After awhile 
the merchant, from overpersuasion or 
from desire to dispose of that particular 
stock of goods, says, “Well, take it at 
your own price,” and the purchaser goes 
home with light step and calls into his 
private office hia confidential friends and 
— ees he tells how for half 
price got goods. In other words, 
he Hed and was proud of it. 

Nothing ‘would make times so good 
and the earning of a livelihood so easy as 
the universal adoption of the law of 

- ight. Suspicion strikes through all bar 
gaiu making. Men who sell know not 
whether they will ever get the money. 
Purchasers know not whether the goods 
shipped will be according to the sample. 

what, with the large number of 
clerks who are making false entries and 
then absconding and the explosion of 
Arts that fail for millions of dollars, 
honest men are at thelr wits’ end to make 
a living. He who stands up amid all the 
pressure and does right is accomplishing 
something toward the establishment of a 
high commercial prosperity. I have deep 
sympathy for the laboring classes who 
toll with hand and foot. But we must 
mot forget the business men who, with- 
ont any complaint or bannered proces 
sios through the street, are enduring a 
stress of circumstances terrific. The 
fortunate people of today are those who 
are receiving daily wages or regular sal- 
aries. And the men most to be pitied are 
those who conduct a business while 
prices are falling and yet try to pay their 
clerks atid employees and are in such 
fearful straits that they would quit busi- 
pess tomorrow it it were not for the 
wreck and ruin of others. When people 
tell me at whet a ruinously low price they 
an article, it gives me more 

. than satisfaction. I know It 
means the bankruptey and defalcation of 
men in many departments. The men

So, a great dry goods house goes 
butside of its regular line and sells books 
at cost or less than cost, and that swampe 
the booksellers; or the dry goods house 
sells bric-a-brac at lowest figures, and 
that swamps the small dealer in brica- 
brac. And the same thing goes on in oth- 
er styles of merchandise, and the couse- 
quence is that all along the business 
streets of all our cities there are mer 
ehouts of smalf capital who are in terrific 
struggle to keep their heads above water, 
The ocean lipers run down the New- 
foundland tivhiug smacks. This is noth- 
ing against the man who has the big 
store, for every man has un large a store 
and as great a business as he can man 
age. zee 
Need of Divine Support. 

To feel right and do right ander all this 
pressure requires martyr grace, requires 
divine support, requires celestial reen- 
forcement. Yet there are tens of thou- 
sands of such men getting splendidly 
through. They see others going up and 
themselves going down, but they keep 
their patience and their courage and their 
Christian consistency, and after awhile 
their success will come, There is gener; 
ally retribution in some form for greedi- 
ness. The owners of the hig business will 
die, and their boys will get possession 
of the business, and with a cigar in their 
mouths, and full to the chins with the 
best liquor, aud bebind a pair of spank- 
ing bays, they will pass everything on 
the turnpike road to temporal and eter- 
nal perdition, Then the business will 
break up and the smaller dealers will 
have fair opportunity. Or the spirit of 
contentment and right feeling will take 
possession of the large firm, as recently 
with a famous business house, and the 
firm will say: “We have enough money 
for all our needs and the“ needs of our 
children. Now let us dissolve business 
and make way for other men ip the same 
line.” Instead of being startled at a soli- 
tary instance of maguanimity. it will be- 
come a common thing. I know of scores 
of great business houses that have had 
their opportunity of vast accumulation 
and who ought to quit. But perhaps for 
all the days of this generation the strug- 
gle of small houses to keep alive under 
the overshadowing pressure of great 
hauses will continue; therefore, taking 
things as they are, you will be wise to 
preserve your faith and throw over all 
the counters and shelves and casks the 
measuring line of divine right. “And the 
Lord said unto me, Amos, what seest 
thou? And I said, A plimb line.“ 


Begin at the Top. 


In the same way we need to rectify 
our theologies. All sorts of religions are 
putting forth their pretensions. Some 
have a spiritualistic religion, aud their 
chief work is with ghosts, and others a 
religion of political economy, proposing 
to put an end to human misery by « 
new style of taxation, and there is a 
humanitarian religion that looks after 
the bodies of men and lets the soul look 
after itself, and there is a legislative re- 
ligion that proposes to rectify all wrongs 
by enactment of better laws, and there 
is an esthetic religion that by rules of ex- 
quisite taste would lift the heart out or 
its deformities, and religions of all sorts, 
religions by the peck, religions by the 
square foot and religions by the ton—all 
of them devices of the devil that would 
take the heart away from the only re 
ligion that will ever effect anything for 
the human race, and that is the straight 
up and down religion written in the book 
which begins with Genesis and ends 
with Revelation, the religion of the skies, 
the old religion, the God given religion, 
the everlasting religion, which says, 
“Love God above all and your neighbor 
as yourself.” All religions but one be 
gin at the wrong ead and in the wrong 
place. The Bible religion demands that 
we first get right with God. It begins at 
the top and measures down, while the 
other religions begin at the bottom and 
try to measure up. They stand at the 
foot of the wall, up to their knees in the 
mud of human theory and speculation, 
and have a plummet and a string tied 
fast to it, and they throw the plummet 
this way and break a head here and 
throw the plummet another way and 
break a head there, and then they throw 
it up, and it comes down upon their own 
pate. Fools! Why stand at the foot of 
the wall rectifying up when you ought to 
stand at the top rectifying down? | was 
in the country, thirsty after a long walk. 
And I came in, and my child was blow- 
ing soap bubbles, and they rolled out of 
the cup blue and gold and green and 
sparkling and beautiful and orbicular, 
and in so small a space I never saw more 
splendor concentrated. But she blew 
once too often, and all the glory vanish- 
ed into suds. Then I turned and took a 
glass of water and was refreshed. And 
so far as soul thirst is concerned I pat 
against all the blowing, glittering soap 
bubbles of worldly reform and human 
speculation one draft from the fountain 
from under the throne of God clear as 
crystal. Glory be to God for the re 
ligion that drops from above, not coming 
up from beneath! “And the Lord sald 
unto me, Amos, what seest thou? And 1 
said, A plumb line.”

I want you to notice this fact, that 
when a man gives up the straight up and 
down religion of the Bible for any new 
fangled religion, it ia generally to suit his 
sins. You first bear of his change of re 
ligion, and then you hear of some swindle 
he bas practiced in a special 
stock, telling some one if he will put in 
$10,000 he can take out $100,000; or he 
has sacrificed his integrity or plunged: 
lúto irremediable worldliness, His sins) 
are so broad he has to broaden his re- 
ligion, and he becomes as broad as temp- 
tation, as broad as the soul's darkness, as 
broad as bell. They want a religion that 
will allow them to keep their sins and 
then at death any to them, Well done, 
good and faithful servant,” and that tells 
them, “All is well, for there le uo bell.“ 
What a glorious ben ven they bold before 
us! Come, let us go in and see it. There 
are Herod and all the babes be massa- 
cred. There are Charles Guiteau and 
Robespierre, the feeder of the French 
guillotine, and all the lars, thieves, 
house buruers, garroters, pickpockets and 
Ubertines of all the centuries, They have 
all got crowns and thrones and harpa and 
scepters, and when they chant they al 
“Thanksgiving and honor and glory and 
power to the broad religion that lets as 
all into heaven without repentance and 
without faith in those humiliating dog- 
mas of ecclesiantical old fogylam.“ 

My text gives me a grand opportunity 
of any ing a useful word to all young men 
whe are now forming habits for a life 
time. Of what use to a stonemason ora 
bricklayer is a plumb \lue? Why not bud 
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the wall by the unalded eye and hand? 
„iuuse they are insufficient, because if 
ther be u deflection in the wall it cannot 
further on be corrected. Because by the 
law of gravitation a wall must be 
straight in order to be symmetrical and 
safe, A young man is in danger of get- 
ting a defect in his wall of character that 
may never be corrected. 

One of the best friends I ever had died 
of delirinu tremens at 60 years of age, 
hough he had not since’ 21 years of age, 

‘fore which he bad been dissipated, 
touched intoxicating liquor until that 
particalar carousal that took him off, 
Not feeling well in the street on a hot 
summer day he stepped into a drug store, | 
Just as vou uud I would have dope, and 
asked for a dose of xomething to make 
him feel better, An there was alcohol 
in the dose, and that one drop aroused 
the old appetite, aud le entered the first 
liquor store and staid there until thor- 
oughly under the power of rum. He en- 
tered his home a raving maniuc, bis, wife 
and daughters fleeing from his presence, 
and at first he was taken to the city hos- 
pital to dict The combustible material 
of carly habit bad lain quiet nearly 40 
years, and that one spark ignited it.

And if you live 100 years and 
do right the last 80 years you may never

Now, John or George or Henry or what- 
ever be your Christian name or surname, 
say here aud now: “No wild vats for me, 
no cigars or cigarettes for me, no wine 
or beer for me, no nasty stories for me, 
no Sunday sprees for me. | am going to 
start right and keep on right. God help 
me, for I am very weak. From the 
throne of eternal righteousness let down 
to me the principles by which I can be 

ed in building everything from 
oundation % capstone. Lord God, bv 
the wounded hand of Christ throw me a 
plumb line.” 

„But.“ you say, “you shut us young 
folks out from all fun.” Oh, oo! I like 
fun. | believe in tun. I have had lote 
of it in my time. But I have not had to 
EO into paths oT un to nud it. Na Great 
to me, but because of an extraordinary 
parental example and influence | was 
kept from out ward transgressions, though 
my beart was bad enough and desperate- 
ly wicked. I have had fun illimitable, 
though | never swore one oath and nev- 
er gambled for so much as the value of a 
pin and never saw the inside of a haunt 
of sin save as when many years ago, with 
a commissioner of police and a detective 
and two elders of my church, | explored 
New York and Brooklyn by midnight, 
not out of cnriosity, but that I might in 
pulpit discourse set before the people the 
poverty and the horrors of underground 
eity life. Yet, though I was never in-

He Cleared the Square, 
Englishmen who were with Lord 
Charles Beresford at Alexandria will re 
member Major Waller, commanding the 
United States marines in the relief of 
Tien-tsin, says the American correspond- 
eat of the London Standard.

Waller the duty of clearing two sides of 
the principal square.

As told im ou: news columns Mr. 
Edwin H. Brown of Queen Anne's 


woes nominated by the democratic eon-

The burning question of the day, 
„Shall we cease to be a Republlo,“ has 
caused him to break loose from the 
party that places the Empire above the 
Republic. In his opening address he 
said: “We are opposed to imperialism, 
we are in favor of a republican form 
of government. We respect the teach- 
ings of our ancestry, the glory of the 
history they have left to us, and, stand- 
ing between the past and the future, it 
is our duty to transmit to posterity the 
principles of the fathers and the insti- 
tutions that they founded. This is 
your mission today as the representa- 
tives of 45 States of the Union. It may 
be a representation without an organis- 
ed constituency, but itish representa- 
tion that speaks for itself, for the people 
of the country and for the generations 
that are advanc'ng to take our places, 
and it is a representation that hasa 
right to speak: a representation that 


will be heard at Washington today, 
heard all over the world; speaking as 


we do for the preservation of republio- 
an institutions; representing the Amer- 
ican Republic, the light of which, if it 
shall go out, will never be rekindled on 
the surface of the earth.” 

Another effective address was that de- 
livered by Mr. Edward Bancroft, . who 
said that “whenever the Declaration of 
Independence and the Sermon on the 
Mount are proclaimed by a party as 
glittering generalities, then you may 
know that the party proclaiming it is in 
the control of Dives and the Pharisees. 
The object of this congress ia to bring us 
back to the principles which gave us 
national life.” 

The committee on resolutions report- 
ed as follows: 

First—That, without regard to their 
views on min r questions of domestic 
policy, they withhold their votes from 
Mr. MoKinley, in order to stamp with 
their disapproval what he has done. 

Second—That they vote for those 
candidates for Congress, in their respec 
tive districts, who will oppose the policy 
of imperialism.

CROPS WILL BE SHORT. - 


Effect of the Hot Weather on Many 
Products. 


Tne weekly crop bulletin issued by 
the climate and crop service of the 
United States Weather Bureau in con 
nection with the MarylandState weather 
service, shows sme interesting facts 
for the week ended last Monday. Evi- 
dently the terrific heat of the two pre- 
ceding weeks had its effect on growing 
things of the vegetable world, 

Corn shows witheréd blades and 
stalks and poorly filled ears, with the 
result that a very short crop of both 
éarly and late corn js the present out- 
look, A shortage in grass is affecting 
the dairy interests and causing a de- 
crease in the yield of milk and butter. 
Late sown clover had not comé up, 
owing tothe dry weather, and many 
fields reserved for a full crop of clover- 
seed will not be cut. The uneven rain 
fall in the tobacco grow ing districts has 
left that crop in an unpromising condi- 
tion. 2 ® 

All fruit has been hastened to matur- 
ity by the hot, dry weather and is from 
a week to ten days in advance of the 
season. “Peaches are small in size, but 
generally wound and of good flavor. 
Apples are falling badly and in many 
localities the winter varieties will be 
scarce. Many tomatoes received at the 
canneries are found to be scalded on 
the surfaces exposed to the sun. Pota- 
toes yield well in Western Maryland, 
but elsewhere the yields are from half 
acrop to nothing Late cabbage was 
badly hurt by the drouth and the 
plants were killed in many districts 
The soil has been too dry for any gon 
eral fall planting of turnips

The Sixth United States Cavalry and 
a Small Force of English and Jap- 
anese Have a Lively Rrush With 
Them—Death of Capt. Reilly. 


Washington, Aug. 23.—The most im- 
portant development as to the actual 
conditions in Pekin came late yester- 
day afternoon when the state depart- 
ment made public a dispatch from Min- 
later Conger, dated at Pekin only three 
days ago. It follows: 

“The entire city with the exception 
of the imperial palace is occupied by 
Japanese, Russian, British, Americans 
and French. It is being apportioned 
into districts for police supervision. 
The Chinese army fied. The imperial 
family and the court have gone west- 
ward, probably to Si An Fu in the 
Province of Shen Si. No representa- 
tives of the chinese government are in 
sight in Pekin and the conditions are 
chaotic, The palace is expected to be 
taken immediately. Many missionaries 
have started for home, while others re- 
main in charge of the Christian refu- 
gees, numbering about 1.000. 

Remey's report brings the story of 
the Pekin operations up to the 16th in 
Pekin and confirming} the death of the 
gallant Captain Reilly in the final as- 
sault on the outer walls of Pekin. Al- 
most as important as the Pekin news 
in this dispatch was the statement 
that the Boxers are again concentrat- 
ing around Tien Tsin, and that last 
Bunday morning the Sixth eavalry, 
with about 400 English and Japanese 
troops, had a lively brush with the 
Boxers eight miles outside of Tien 
Tsin, where about 100 of the Chinese 
were killed. and five Americans 
wounded. It was evident from the ad- 
miral’s account that, while the Chi- 
nese are In force enough around Tien 
Tsin to make considerable show, they 
are not jn the humor to hotly contest 
an engagement. The casualty list in 
this fight seems to indicate « sudden 
and total route.

Remey's dispatch is as follows: 

“All except Imperial City cleared of 
Chinese troops. American troops first 
to enter Imperial City; have penetrated 
to the gates of the palace, Captain 
Reilly.

The reply of the United States to the 
application of Li Hung.Chang for the 
appointment of peace commissioners 
was completed yesterday and a copy of 
the reply sent to the Chinese minister, 
Mr. Wu, to be forwarded to Earl Li. A 
copy of the reply was sent to other gov- 
ernments represented in China. The 
American reply is chiefly characterized 
by its firm tone and its brevity. Its 
keynote is the president's attitude as 
laid down in the American note of 
July 3, and there is the strictest ad- 
herence to the points enunciated at 
that time. The United States places 
itself in the position of being ready at 
the proper time to take up peace ne- 
gotiations, but in the present unsettled 
condition of affairs in the empire, the 
lack of knowledge as to who are the re- 

nsible rulers and what constitutes 
the actual Chinese government, it is 
made clear that the time hds not ar- 
rived for pursuing the negotiations 
proposed. The formal courtesy of diplo- 
matic procedure is preserved, but at 
the same time the entire tenor of. the 
document is on: of force and firmness. 

The government of the United States 
takes the position that negotiations 
are impossible with a government 
which cannot prevent hostilities against 
the forces of the powers which were 
sent to the Chinese capital to save 
their envoys, As long as attacks are 
made on the troops of this and other 
governments such as have followed the 
occupation of Pekin and the attacks in 
the vicinity of Tiom Tsin, it ts deemet 


peace.

“The empress is the heart and soul 
of China, So long as she lives, so long 
as she remains in China, whether the 
supreme power is taken from her or 
not, she will always be the greatest 
force, the one above the other to be 
reckoned with. The difficulty will be 
to get any one who can speak for her. 
I fear that the influence of Li Hung 
Chang is now of extremely little 
weight. 

“The powers must come to a final 
understanding quickly, Riots, an- 
archy, bloodshed and misery throug- 
out China will be the inevitable result 
of a policy that does not immediately 
disclose itself. The government must 
be re-established.” 


CUBAN CUSTOMS FRAUDS, 


Those Accused in Cuba Are Acquit- 
ted of Complictty. 

Havana, Aug. 23.—All the persons 
accused of complicity in the Havana 
custom house frauds were acquitted 
yesterday. The president of the court, 
consisting of three judges, has inserted 
in the decision a clause to the effect 
that he thinks four of the accused are 
guilty, and these may be taken before 
the supreme court. 

Senor Enrique Varona, secretary of 
education, was recently asked by the 
Republican party in Puerto Principe 
to be a candidate for the constitutional 
convention. In his reply he says: 

“Intervention came because It had to 
come sooner or later. Cuba would have 
been desoluted by the Cubans and 
Spaniards if it had not been for the 
Americans, who, by their Intervention, 
have earned the eternal gratitude of 
the Cubans and the right to be con- 
sidered in determining the foreign re- 
lations of Cuba.

Ken- 
sico is on the Harlem division of the 
New York Central, about 16 miles 
from this city. The collision was 
caused, so far as can be learned, by 
the engineer of the second train run- 
ning past a block signal set against 
him. It is belleved that seven are 
dead. This estimate is based only on 
the number of men of the train crews 
who are missing.

WORK OF THE CENSUS BUREAU. 
Counting the Popalation of Uncle 
Sam's Domain. 

Washington, Aug. 23.—The census bu- 
reau is making progress in the counting 
and tabulation of the returns from the 
52,600 enumerators who took the popu- 
lation of the country. The count of 
each enumerator is comprised in a 
single portfolio, and out of 62,600 all 
but 600 are lu. The returns from 18,000 
enumeration districts have been count- 
ed by cards and the population of 14,- 
000 of these districts has been tabu- 
lated in detail. Of the army of enume- 
rators over 40,000 have had their ac- 
counts paid and closed, and by Sept. 1 
it Is expected that over 100,000 people 
wil! be counted daily. The present cen- 
sus will show for the first time the 
color of occupant and tenure of oc- 
cupaney of farms, in addition to 
values of farm implements and ucreage 
of the different products. They will be 
interesting from a sociological stand- 
point, as showing the number of col- 
ored owners and renters_of farms and 
the extent to which the race la inter- 
ested in agriculture. 


Miners’ Lockout Feared, 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 23.—There is 
much suspense in business circles in 
the anthracite coal region as to what 
action the coal operatora will take in 
regard to the Invitation extended them 
by the United Mine Workers’ conven- 
tion held at Hazelton last week. The 
miners are inclined to look with sus- 
picion upon the activity now prevalil- 
ing in mining crcles. They say the op- 
erators are mining all the coal they 
porsibly can with a view of being pre- 
pared for a lockout, should one occur.

Bought the Life of Negro Who Con- 
fessed a Crime, : 


HAD ASSAULTED A LITTLE GIRL. 


In the Cuntlict Two Persons Were 
Killed and Many Jnjured—City 
Prison and County Court House 
Wrecked. 


Akton, Aug. 23.—A colored man on 
Monday night offered to give Christina 
Maas, u 6-yeur-old child, a ride in his 
buggy. Christina accepted the invita- 
tion and a few hours iater she was 
— on the side of a road west of this 
city, 

‘Yesterday a man named Louis Peck 
was arrested and confesed to assault- 
ing her. The story of his confession 
spread like wildfire through the city, 
and officers learned that an attempt 
would be made to lynch him. Officers 
had been searching for him since Mon- 
day night and he was arrested at the 
Union depot as he stepped from a 
Baltimore and Ohio passenger train. In 
police court yesterday he pleaded 
guilty and was bound over to the com- 
mon pleas court. His bail was placed 
at $5,000. 

Several thousand people gathered 
about the city prison last night and 
forced in the doors. The prison was 
goon packed with the mob and the of- 
ficers offered no resistance, as Peck, 
earlier in the evening, had been quiet- 
ly taken away to Cleveland. To satisfy 
the mob the officers suggested that a 
committee of six be appointed to search 
all the cells and go through every part 
of the building. This was done and as 
the negro was not found a yell was 
made: “Now for the county jail. Give 
us the nigger and.we will deal with 
him.” A mad rush followed for the jail 
and soon the jafl was in the hands of 
the mob. 

After going through the private 
apartments of the jail the crowd start- 
ed to batter down the big iron doors. 
Deputy Sheriff Stone stood in front of 
the prison doors and made a speech. 
He informed the crowd that Peck could 
not be found in there. 

Satisfied that the negro was not 
there the mob then rushed across the 
street and forced open the doors of the 
county court house, The old court 
house was soon packed and all rooms 
searched except the rooms in the 
treasury department. A start was made 
to tear off the iron doors of the treas- 
ury department, but the mob decided 
not to tackle the job and then the 
thousands of men and boys again 
rushed back to the city prison crying 
for the blood of Peck. 

At 10 o’clock the mob begun for the 
third time to attack the city prison. 
Some one in the crowd began shooting 
at the building. This was followed by 
several more shots. The officers In the 
building appeared at the windows and 
began to shoot over the heads of the 
people. A man with a shoteun then 
fired at the officers. The crowd then 
began to amash in the windows of the 
city building and the firing became 
general. Hundreds of shots were ex- 
changed and one boy was ¢nrried dead 
from the street. 

All the ambulances of the city were 
called, the fire bell rung, and the ex- 
eltement Lecume Intense. It is known 
that two people were Instantly killed 
and another person is dying at the city 
hospital. 

The dead are: Glen Wade, aged 10 
years, shot through the heart: John M. 
Davidson, 4-year-old child, shot dead 
in a baby carriage. 

Fred V. Orwick, aged 26 yoars, Is 
badly wounded with buckshot. He lives 


at No. 43 North Street, and is now | 
dying at the hospital. A man named | 
Mull was shot in the head and also in 


one of the lees. Another man whose 
name could not be learned, but who ts 
a driver 
company, was shot in the leg. It is 
certain that many more people were 
wounded, 

Shortly after midnight the mob broke 
into a hardware store and stole all the 
fire arms pnd ammunition they could 
find, Including guns, rifles and revolv- 
ers and proceeded to the city building 
and opened fire on the defenders and 
finally set fire to the Columbia Hall, 
which adjoins the city building.

EIGHTEEN YEARS' RESIDENT IN INDIA. 


A famine the most widespread and severe of this century now darkens 
the whole of western and central India, an area equal to New England, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Inanna, Illinois, Michigan and Wis- 
cansi. Sixty million people are involved, of whom probably 10,000,000 will 
Perish unless aided. The living skeleton is the indisputable evidence that 
the resources of the people are exhausted. Along the highways, in lonely

passes, hy stream beds fhat give no hope of water, weak and emaciated hu- 


man beings are faliing and dying by hundreds daily. Great numbers who 
reach relief camps me past help, and the very food they ravenously eat kills 
them. Children, orphaned or deserted, are picked up by scores as they wan- | 
der, Terrible tales are told by eyewitnesses of these helpless little ones be- 
ing devoured by dogs and jackals 

The cause óf the famine is the failure of the monsoon rains from June to 
October last year. The farmers. who 
number 80 per cent of the population, 
vere already impoverished by the fam- 
ine of 1807. Expenditure of every kind 
was stopped; hence the laboring class 
ond artisans have had no work. The 
Pritish government is relieving the sit- 
vation hy gratuitously feeding the in- 
m. the aged, the emaciated and the 
children. The ablebodied are employ- 
cd on cash wages in building reser- 
voirs and Irrigation works, railway em- 
Lankments, roads, etc, which will 
rreatly mitigate future famines. About 
1.000.000 are now in daily receipt of of- 
ficial relief. Connected with the camps 
are hospitals where those in the ex- 
tremes of emaciation are nursed back 
{> strength. The death rate is by far 
ile greatest in the native states where 
government control is least. Here, 
however, the government ts assisting 
hy loans of money and of the services 
of experienced officers, 
nuthorities have spent $47,000,000, 

With the failure of crops in the fam- 
ine area there began a flow of grain 
from other parts of Indla and other 
countries, From Burma alone there 
wis imported in ten months 427,000 
tons of rice, worth $70,000,000. Mer- 
chants have carried grain everywhere, 
and the price has remained fairly unt- 
form at a cost only twice that of ordi- 
nary years. There are millions of peo- 
ple, however. who have no money and 
no work. it is these moneyless mil- 
lions for whom help or death is the 
only alternative. 

In spite of all that can be done by the government there is a vast field for 
the private charity now being so splendidly supplied by America, Britain and 
her colonies and various Kuropean countries. Doubtless the most efficient 
agency for distribution of this private benevolence ia the body of several hun-

At last, through hordes of 
opposing troops, the allied forces haye 
battled their way to the walls of Pekin, 
blown open the gates of thu Imperial 
city and rescued the besieged Legations, 

The next question is, how shall China 
be treated for her perfidy, and is the dis- 
memberment of the Empire at hand? 
For years it has been the dream of 
European rulers to divide this country 
among themselves, each reserving for | 
himself the major part.

State Employment Bureau. 
Hon, Thomas A. Smith, Chief of the 
Bureau of [ndustrialStatistic o has decid 
ed to start a State Employment B u 
under the auspices of his depart t 
The main object of the bureau is to 
bring the employer and employee 
er without cost to either party. 
It is believed thatfarmers and employ- 
ers in the various counties of the State 
as well asin the city, often requiring 
help, mechanics and laboring men and 
women, but owing to the trouble of 
securing same are compelled to wait 
until they make a visit to the oſty or 
depend upon the various employment 
bureaus run for a profit. On the other 
hand the.e are many work people who 
do not possess the necessary amount of 
money for enrollment in these bureaus 
or whose wages are too meagre to even 
spare the dollar or two demanded by 
these agencies after the employment is 

eecuréd. : 5 

It is thought the Bureau of Industrial 
Statistics may accomplish this work 
with little cost, if the offort to be made 
is seconded by the press of the state 
and the various labor organizations and 
work-people generally. 

For present the following pro- 
gramme has been mapped out: 

A book will be opened at the Bureau, 
Room No, 408 Merchants’ National Bank ( 
Building, South and Second Streets, 
from 9 a. m. to 4 p. m., on which the 
name of any person cap be registered 
seeking employment. The person must 
apply to the office stating age, kind ot 
work wanted and reference. Employers 
of all kinds of labor are requested to 
tile applications for help by letter or 
otherwise. The Bureau will at once 
put the two in communication with | 
each other, or where positive instruc 
tions are given will send the applicant 
to the employer at once with letter. | 

-W hile this is being done a list of lab | 
or Organizations will be urrunged ud 
the officers of such requested to keep 
the Bureau posted as to mechanics out 
of ewployment and how they car be 
easily reached, wo that the wants of the 
county employers can be quickly sup- 
plied. 

Of course, as there is no appropria 
tion for the work at present, the effurt 
will be limited, but it is hoped to dem- 
onstrate by the next session of the Leg- 
islature that this isa work both of 
practibility and usefulness to the people 
of the State. |
